The Turks, having bombarded the 
last departing Greek transports from 
the Chesme peninsular, despite the 
British appeal for mercy on the 
grounds that the Greeks were help- 
less and no longer combatants, Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha now is supreme 
Anatolia, but has yet made 
no direst move toward Constantinople 
or the straits, and the warnings which 
the allies have voiced throughout Eu- 
rope and the Near East may have 
served their purpose. 

Smyrna Is Shambles. 

Smyrna, which last month was the 
center of Greek rule, if a shamles, 
with fire raging for three days and 
continuing, but diminished in violence, 
Only the Moslem quarter has escaped.

OBSTACLE FOUND 
NN GREATER COST 


Public Works Committee 
of County Board Says 
Work Will Cost $36,000 
More Than Expected. 


CAR COMPANY WILL BE 


ASKED TO BEAR COST 


Committee Will Hold 
Conference on Plan for 
Concrete Paving With 
Arkwright Monday. 


Plans for laying concrete paving 
along the street car tracks on Peach- 
tree road from Brookwood to Buck- 
head will have to be abandoned unless 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany will bear the expense of building 
a new rigid concrete foundation for its 
tracks, it was disclosed at a meeting 
of the committee of public works of 
the Fulton county board of commis- 
sioners at a meeting Saturday after- 
noon. 

A conference between members of 
the county commission and Preston 
Arkwright, president of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, has 


‘The commissioners will ask the pow- 
er company to furnish the materials 
for building the foundation and, it was 
stated Saturday, will agree for the 
county te do the work. 

Needs New Foundation. 

The committee at its meeting Sat- 
urday announcéd to a delegation of 
citizens tepresentifg the property 
owners and residents of the Peach- 
tree section that their request for 
concrete paving ‘could not be granted 
unless the new foundation for the car 
tracks could. be built. The track 
work will cost at least $36,000 more 
than the total estimated cost of the 
paving. 

County €an’t Afford It. 

Commissioner Oscar Mills told the 
citizens that it was an impossibility 
for the county to proceed with the 
work at such a cost. It had been 
estimated that the improvement would 
involve an outlay of approximately 
and it would have strained 
the county to expend a sum even half 
as great as that, he said. 

According to a decision of the com- 
mittee two weeks ago, a seven-inch 
concrete slab pavement was to have 
been Jaid. Subsequently it has been 
learned that in order to prevent vibra- 
tion of the car rails, which would 
cause quick deterioration of a_ rigid 
paving, it will be necessary to either 
embed the crossties of the track in 
concrete or underpin the _ crossties 
with concrete foundations. 

The county offered to furnish the 
labor necessary for placing the cross- 
ties on a rigid foundation if the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
would furnish the material F. L. 
Butler, representing the street rail- 
way company, who attended the meet- 
ing of the public works committee, an- 
nounced that he would arrange for 
a conference Monday morning between 
the committee and President Preston 
Arkwright. 

Will Cost $50,000. 

Mr. Butler stated that his company 
already expects to pay out approxi- 
mately $50,000 in preparing the tracks 
to receive the paving and that the com- 
pany cannot pay the cost of lay- 
ing the foundation. 

J. K. Ottley, John 8S. Cohen, Clark 
Howell and J. J. Haverty, represent- 
ing citizens of the north side, urged 
on the committee the importance of 
placing a permanent pavement on 
Peachtree road. They stressed the 
fact that the thoroughfare is the most 
widely used in the city and is deserv- 
ing of the highest grade surface. 

The county recently halted the lay- 
ing of an asphalt pavement along the 
ear tracks after it was shown that 
it was not of a permanent nature. 
It was then decided to lay a seven- 
inch penetration asphalt pavement, 


but before the contract was drawn the 
committee was induced to pave the 
portion in question with concrete. 

; The paving involved includes only 
the ‘width about 20 feet between 
the car tracks and a narrow shoulder 
on either side of. the tracks. The rest 
of the width of the road ig well paved 
and in good condition.

But, After Hour of Argu- 


ment on Point of Order 
by Simmons, the Senate 
Recesses. 


Washington, September 16.—The 
conference report on the tariff bill 
was called up today in the senate 
and immediately was subjected to a 
roirt of order by Senator Simmons, 
cf North Carolina, democratic lead- 
er in the tariff fight. After more 
than an hour’s discussion, Senator 
ummins, republican, Iowa, president 
pro tempore, announced that he wish- 
ed to take the question under advise- 
ment and the senate récessed until 
Monday. 

Senator Simmons’ contention was 
that. the Yonferees had exceeded their 
authority by proposing authority for 
the president to declare American 
vsiuation as the basis for assessing 
ed valorem duties on any item in 
the bill, when the senate, by direct 
action, had limited such authorities 
to the specific items in the two para- 
graphs dealing with duties on coal 
tar, dyes and other products. 

Should the point of order be sus- 
tained, the tariff again would be 
thrown into conference. Should it not 
be sustained it was expected that 
final legislative action on the measure 
would come Monday or ‘l'uesday. 

Senator Simmons argued that the 
senate had specifiically refused to 
grant the broad authority to the pres- 
ident which the conference proposed 
to give the president and that since 
the propostion has been’ inserted by 
the senate as a new amendment to 
the house bill, the conference, in 
reaching a comprimise on the section 
could not go beyond the limitation 
fixed by the senate. 

A silimar postion was taken by 
Senator Underwood of Alabama, the 
democratic leader, who declared the 
conferees had brought in an amend- 
ment in a form they would not have 
“dared” bring in in any other way. 
Mr. Underwood dectared tne conferees 
had gone beyond the scope of what 
either the house or senate had pre 
posed and that through the author- 
ity proposed for the president it would 
be possible to “enormously increase” 
the taxes of the American people.

Her marriage to Taylor occurred 
in Butley, Ga., on July 6, 1919, she 
sets forth. She was deserted in QOc- 
tober, 1921, she asserts. 

She charged that in October, 1921, 
she was confined to her bed with ill- 
ness and that her husband became 
angry because she was not earning 
apy money and burned her toilet ar- 
ticles. . 

“He took all of plaintiff's clothing, 
not leaving her sufficient clothing in 
which to leave the room. He even 
stripped the plaintiff of the hose 
which she had on, and in the hose he 
found $20 which she had saved, and 
which he stole and carried with him,” 
the petition further read.

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DOUBLE MURDER 


Bodies of Rector and the 
Wife of Sexton of His 


Church Are Found Lying 
Side by Side. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Brunswick, N. J., September 16.— 
The Reverend Edward W. Hall, ree- 
tor of the Protestant Episcopal church 
of St. John the Evangelist and Mrs. 
James Mills, wife of the sexton of the 
church were found dead from bullet 
wounds today under an apple tree in a 
secluded lane in Somerville township. 
The two had been missing from their 
homes since Thursday night. 

Coroner H. M. Long, of Somerset 
county declared it a case of double 
murder. He said the two had been 
dead at least 36 hours, before the 
bodies were discovered and was em- 
phatic in stating he believed that the 
shooting dic not occur in the rustic 
lane. Ne weapon was found near the 
bodies which were lying about a foot 
apart. Near the woman’s side how- 
ever, the exploded shell of a 32-cali- 
bre bullet was found. 

The woman had been shot once be- 
tween the eyes. Marks of clinched 
fingers bruised the left arm. The 
body of the rector bore three bullet 
wounds. One was over the left eye 
and two in the neck. Scattered in 
the greatest profusion about the man’s 
body were cards and letters taken 
from his pockets. 

Husband Not Held. 

Mills was questioned by the an- 
thorities and gave an account of his 
wife’s movements up to the time she 
jeft her home on Thursday night. He 
is not being held. Police tonight were 
stationed about the Hall home per- 
mitting no one except officers of the 
law to enter or leave. the house. Of- 
ficials said the guard was maintained. 
“to see that no/one molested Mrs. 
Hall” who, they added was prostrated. 

Mills said that. Thursday nicht 
shortly after 7 o’clock, his wife re- 
ceived a telephone call, which she told 
him came from “Henry’s,” the neigh- 
borbood grocery store. Turning from 
{le phone, Mrs. ‘Biflls, he said, went 
upstairs, where he heard her moving 
about in her room for nearly half an 
hour. When she appeared again she 
war wearing one of her pewest street | 
dresses and her newest hat.

welk. His walk led him up the hill 
to the little church of St. John the 
Evangelist, an edifice which crowns 
a rising knoll—the church which he 
served as sexton, where his wife sang 
as one of the leaders of the choir, 


where a small but rich congregation 
worshipped and where Rev. Mr. Hall 
had been rector for ten years, 

Mills said he entered the church 
and sat down in one of the pews. 
Near dawn, he said, he got up and 
returned to his home, to find that his 
wife had not returned. Again, at 9 
o clock that morning, he said, he 
wandered back to the church. On the 
fient stoop he met Mrs. Hall, the 
rector’s wife. 

She asked him, he said, had he seen 
her husband. He declareti that he 
countered by telling her his wife was 
missing. Mrs. Hall then went to the 
police station. 

It was not until nearly 24 hours 
later today that Kaynfond Schneider 
and Pearl Bahmer went to stroll in 
Russey’s Lane, a quaint rustic way 
known by young swains of the coun- 
tryside as lovers’ lane. The apple 
tree midway down the lane was the 
objective of their stroll. And there 
they found the bodies of the rector 
and the sexton’s wife. 

Police differed as to whether foot- 
prints found in the dust at the tree 
roots were made in a struggle. Coun- 
ty Detectives also disagreed with 
Coroner Long that the shooting did 
not occur under the tree. 

Light winds had carried several of 
the notes and cards some. distance 
from the two bodies. Mills in his 
statement to the authorities asserted 
that he had seen several of these let- 
ters and declared that they were 
written by his wife to their children 
whie she was visiting in the southern 
part of the state this summer. The 
detactives declare they were written 
to £he . rector. 

Letters Found. 

@ne of the letters bearing no salu- 
tation and no signature and written in 
pencil read: } 

“You are a true priest. You see 
in me merely your physical inspira- 
tion. You are the preist. Was Pan 
religious? God makes his people to 
enjoy themselves deeply.” 

Another in the same handwriting 


follows :

I am 
opinion that the murder was 
not committed where the bodies were 
found but that the bodies were trans 
ferred to the spot in an automobile.” 

“T have not the slightest idea who 
committed the erime,” said ‘County 
Detective George Totten, after he had 
questioned Mills. 


BRITISH TROOPS 
. GUARD DARDANELLES

relief workers are attempting unaided 
the super-human task of ministering 
to the dead and dying. 

Up to tonight, the British foreign 


office had received no news of loss 
of life among British ‘subjects. 
Bands of Turks are _heartlessly 
killing the helpless Christians. who 
still exist. among the -blackened ma- 
sonry of what once was Smyrna. The 
city itself no longer exist, only a 
small vestige of the Turkish quarters 
remaining. The whole city of 200,- 
000 persons is in the throes of terror. 
Rescue work being carried on alone 
by six Americans, is preceeding slow- 
ly, the Kemalists leaving the victims 
to their fate. 

For three days fire has raged 
trough the city and now is eating its 
way in the suburbs. 

Hospital Patients Dead. 

All the patients crowded in hospitals 
at the time numbering not less than 
a thousand, have been burned to death. 

All relief supplies sent from Con- 
stantinople by the American relief or- 
ganizations were destroyed by the 
fire. Major Laflin Davis, of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, and H. C. Jacquith, 
of the Far East Relief, are bending all 
their efforts to evacuate the Christians 
as the only means of saving them, but 
are handicapped by lack of vessels. 

The catastrophe is so vast that only 
the collective efforts of.the allied na- 
tions can cope with it. When the 
fire was at its worst the American 
destrowers Lawrence and Litchfield 
were almost swamped by thousands of 
maddened survfvors, who plunged into 
the water in the darkenss of night and 
swam out to the vessels, imploring 
piteously to be saved. The American 
bluejackets rescued hundreds from 
drowning. 


U. S. Flag Only Hope.. 

The American sailors ashore were 
obliged to hold off great crowds at the 
point of bayonets in order to keep 
them from the frail destroyers. The 
flag was hoisted on the quay and the 
bluejackets went among the panic- 
stricken people, picking out those with 
American citizenship papers. 


The American flag was like a bea-|* 


con of hope, hundreds that could speak 
a few words of Pinglish claimed to 
have been in the United States, but 
could show no satisfactory proof. 
Others said they had relatives in 
America. The Americans, however, 
were forced to turn a deaf ear to these 
appeals. The big-hearted bluejackets 
were overcome with emotion at the 
distressing scene®’ and did their’. best 
to eomfort the terrorized women and 
children, even giving up their own bed 
rolls, clothing and rations. 

Commander Merrill, aide to Rear 
Admiral Bristol, is hailed as a hero, 
men and women and children falling 
on their knees and kissing his gar- 
ments as he passes through the refugee 
concentration areas. 


BRITAIN CALLS | 
COLONIES TO AID. 


BY LLOYD ALLEN. 

London, September 16.—Great Brit- 
ain will throw al’ the forces of the 
empire into defense of the Dardanelles. 

Threat of a holy war was met by 
the government tonight with a call 
to all British colonies to join in keep- 
ing the armies of Mustaphg Kemal 
beyond the frontier of the® neutral 
zone. 

The straits of the Dardanelles are 
to be kept open and free at all cost. 

France and Italy have agreed to 
join the defense and Britain is au- 
thoritatively reported to have invited 
Rumania, Serbia and Greece to par- 
ticipate. 

anada, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa, whose overseas 
forces came to the empire’s aid in 
the war against Germany, will be ask- 
ed to once more throw their support 
into battle, if unecessary, against a 
common foe. 

An army of a million men may be 
raised by the allies to meet Mustapha 
Kemal’s threatened drive against Con- 
stantinople and the straits. 

Against this gathering allied force, 
the Ottoman commander, having crush- 
ed the Greeks, is reported to be lin- 
ing up Moslems and to be negotiating 
with soviet Russia and Bulgaria. 

Arabs to Rise. 

At the same time word was received 
here that all the Arab-speaking coun- 
tries of the Near East will take the 
first clash of Moslem arms with those 
of Britain as a signal to rise and 
strike for independence. 

Syria, Palestine, Egypt, Mesopo- 
tamia and Arabia will revolt and pro- 
claim complete independence and pos- 
sibly aid the Turks in their war with 
Britain, if one comes. 

A move by Mustapha Kemal across 
the neutral border towards the straits 
— be the signal for war, it is agreed 

ere. 

Lloyd George this afternoon met in- 
formally with various members of the 
cabinet outlining a proposed line of 
action which will throw against Kemal 
the entire resources of the empire.

Another Crusade. 

The British action, it was stated, 
authoritatively, is more than a defense 
against Mustapha Kemal. .It is her 
utmost effort to insure effective and 
permanent freedom of the straits. 
Lioyd George has virtually called for 
another crusade against the Moslems. 

Bulgaria has declared she will re- 
main neutral in the struggle, but 
Greece, Serbia and Rumania are ap- 
prehensive of a Turkish-Bulgarian 
alliance. Agents of Mustapha Kemal 
are reported to be in Sofia, conferring 
with Bulgarian cabinet heads. 

Russia’s attitude is uncertain and 
causing grave apprehension. The so- 
viet armies in the Caucasus were re- 
press in unconfirmed dispatches to 
e concentrating for a move to aid the 
Ottoman forces. Russian officials here 
declare her attitude is that of a neutral 
power interested only in seeing that 
the Turks get Constantinople, to which 
they ere entitled in the bolshevik mind, 
and that the straits are kept open to 
to shipping but closed to warships. 

British warships have landed troops 
and an airplane squadron at Constan- 
tinople, while the Mediterranean fleet 
maneuvers near the entrance to the 
Dardanelles. 

Kemal’s cavalry is reported close 
to the neutral zone tonight.

Because of the comparative sudden- 
ness with which the present crisis 
around Constantinople developed, and 
also because President Harding and 
his official family have not formally 
discussed it, officials were extremely 
reticent even with their personal 
views, 

Even in congress there was an un- 
usual but marked unwillingness to 
discuss possibilities, although on every 
hand the statement was made that the 


United States would keep, out,

One high official who has 
timate knowledge of both Nea 
ern and European politics, ared 
that the situation was so full of pos- 
sibflities that anyone Who attempted 
at this time to predict what would 
come out of it would probably guess 
wrong. 

The same official said that the 
thing for the United States to do is 
to keep its feet on the cround and be 
careful. : 

American officials have their own 
opinions concerning the esponsibility 
for the present trouble, but these they 
are keeping to themselves. Even 
Senator Borah, usually outspoken on 
international matters, declined to be 
quoted. 

All officials were eagerly reading 
every scrap of news from the trouble 
area. United Press dispatches were 
sent to President Harding at the 
white house. 

Terrific Menace. 

With the victorious Mustapha Ke 
mal dominating Asia Minor, soviet 
Russia and nationalist Turks stand 
as a menace to the whole of Europe 
and a great part of Asia, in the opin- 
ion of competent diplomatic and mil- 
itary observers here tonight. 

Russia and Turkey are in a close- 
knit alliance—how close is not gen- 
erally recognized—and the trimum- 
phant victory of the Turks is doubly 
significant when it fs realized that 
the armies of these two countries are 
joined together in a. potential union 
constituting one of the strongest. 
not the.strongest, military organiza- 
tion in all Europe, observers here 
pointed out. 

By the treaty of Moscow of March 
16, 1921, between Societ Russia and 
Natilanist Turkey, both countries 
pledge almost blanket support to the 
other in their various plans and in 
opposing Greek and allied encroach- 
ments in Turkey. It also provided 
for joint action to prevent the exe-

key. 
Russia Aids Turks. 

Files of this government are full of 
official reports of aid extended by 
Bolshevist Russia to Turkey in the 
latter’s war with Greece. 

Mustapha Kemal got money, muni- 
tions, cannon, ships and every charac- 
ter of war supplies from the soviets. 

According to official advices here, 
Article VIII. of a separate military 
agreement, the text of which has never 
been published, provided that Russia 
was to put at the disposal of Kemal 
units of the eleventh bolshevist army 
in the Caucasus, and military experts 
were to draw up plans for a “sumulta- 
neous attack against Constantinople 
and Mesopotamia.”

American Red Cross was on the 
ground with a medical unit, equipped 
with all available supplies. his 
unit, commanded by Major Davis, for- 
mer director of the American Red 
Cross unit in Constantinople, arrived 
in the doomed city after a record run 
from the Turk capital aboard an 
American destroyer. 

Rear Admiral Bristol, American 
commissioner in Constantinople, has 
at his disposal $25,000 Red Cross 
funds. As soon as officials here re- 
ceived word. of the impending fall of 
Smyrna, Acting Director A. R. Hill, 
of the Red Cross, cabled Bristol] au- 
thority .to draw on the organization’s 
funds for emergency relief, 

“Special provision has just been 
made,” the Red Cross announced here 
today, “for relief of naturalized Amer- 
ican citizens who have been trans- 
ferred from Smyrna to Athens and vi- 
cinity by Consul Genera! Horton, and 
it is expected that the American 
government can arrange to bring to 
the United States promptly those who 
wish to return. 

Red. Cross officials conferred to- 
day with Acting Secretary of State 
Phillips on comprehensive relief meas- 
ures which this government is work- 
ing out in concert with other powers.

er republican member from Ohio. Gen- 
erally bills are transmitted to the ex- 
ecutive offices by house messengers. 

As the treasury had closed for the 
day at that time, the bill remained 
at the white house. It is experted, 
however, that it will be sent Monday 
to Secretary Mellon for his examina- 
tion and an opinion. This is the usual] 
course of procedure. From the treas- 
ury it would be returned to the presi- 
dent for his action. 

Just before the bonus reached the 
White house, there was presented at 
the executive offices a “request” to 
the president from the chamber of 
commerce of the United States to 
veto the bill. The request, in the form 
of a brief, was accompanied by a let- 
ter from President Julius H. Barnes,

of deputies of the Protestant Episco- 
pal church in the United States in 
general convention. : 

The resolution, approved by a 
committee headed by the Rev. Dr. 
James R. Freeman, of Washington, 
D. C., called on the ministry of the 
church and school authorities-to teach 
the sanctivn of law and government 
and appealed to officers of the law 
to uphold the law~and suppress all 
forms of mob violence. 

The resolutions as adopted -were a 
combination of resolutions proposed 
by the Rev. C. B. Wilmer, of At: 
lanta, Ga., and the Rev. Dr. J. D. 
Wing, of Savannah, Ga 

Traces Connection 

After reciting that there has been 
an increase in violence through mob 
action, the resolutions continue: 
“There appears to be a very close 
and intimate connecticn between 


recent rapid growth of religious pre- 
judices and racial apathy fayored by 
certain elements in our country which. 
sometimes in name of patriotic 
Americanism, have capitalized bigo- 
try, hatred and intolerance.” | 

A Yesolution asking passage of laws 
regulating the marriage of diseased 
and defective persons was adopted by 
the house of deputies. 

Hope that relation between the 
Eastern Orthodox church and_ the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the 
United States may be the foundation - 
on which the unity of all churches 
of Christendom may be built was ex- 
pressed by Meleties, patriarch of Con- 
stantinople, according to a report to 
the house of bishops today by Rev.

The house of bishops, by a bare 
constitutional majority of 63 affirma- 
tive votes, adopted an amendment to 
the constitution of the church offered 
by Bishop C. P. Anderson, of Chocago, 
in effect, making it possible for Epis- 
copal bishops to ordain clergymen of 
other denominations, the amendment 
requiring the promise of conformity to 
the doctrine and discipline of the 
Protestant Episcopal church -only 
from those who are to officiate in that 
church. This amendment first was 
adopted at the general convention 
three years ago. Effectiveness of the 
amendment, however, will depend on 
changes in the canons relating to the 
concordat. : 

Bishop W. F.. Nichols, of San Fran- 
cisco, prevented the killing of an 
amendment to the constitution which 
would give women the right to sit in 
the house of deputies.

Besides the establishment of the 
home as a place of pilgrimage for 
Americans, the board has founded 
many historical fellowships in colleges 
in both this country and England.

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Do Not Attempt 
To Judge Phones 


By Resistance 


Many Other Factors Involved 
in the Selection of a 
Receiver. 


The phones, or receivers of a radio 
set, are one of the most delicate in- 
struments, and care should be exer- 
cised in selecting before you make 
your purchase. There are many new 
manufacturers in the field, and some 
of the pieces of apparatus that they 
turn out are of questionable value. A 
few facts about the features of con- 
struction of a pair of phones might 
help the prospective buyer from being 
deceived and disappointed. 

In the first place it is a mistake to 
rate phones entirely by their ohmage, 
as the sensitivity is only indirectly 
dependent upon this factor. A _ high 
ohmage could be obtained by wind- 
ing the receiver magnets with resist- 
ance wire, but if this were done the 
phones would be very sensitive in- 
deed. This system of valuation is 
about as good as a system that deter- 
the worth of a man by his 
in pounds. You will agree 
that there are many other things to 
be considered besides this, including 
physical make-up and mentality. So 
it is with radio receivers—you can 
not judge them entirely by their ohm- 
age, but you must also take into con- 
sideration the quality of the mate- 
rials used and the constructional 
details. 

For ordinary radio receiving work 
a resistance of from about 2,000 to 
3.000 ohms is considered best. But 
this high resistance is not best be- 
cause it is high, but because it must 
be high to fulfill a certain require- 
ment. The effect of the magnetism 
of the receiver magnets is greatest 
when the greatest number of “am- 
pere-turns are crowded into a given 
space. Now, in order to get a suffi- 
cient number of these ampere- 
turns in the small space afford- 
ed by a radio receiver, very fine wire 
must be used, and the many turns 
of this very fine wire is what causes 
the high resistance. The currents 
flowing in a receiving set are infini- 
tesimal and, therefore, this fine wire 
suffices to carry them. 

Look at the various yp akes of 
phones that you see in the™ gre. Ex- 
amine them and compare their me- 
chanical, as well as electrical fea- 
tures. Then purchase the one that 
seems best to you. You may see a 
pair of 3,000 ohm phones for several 
dollars less than a pair having 2,000 
ohms, but the constructional details 
of’ the latter phones may be so far 
superior to those of’ the former that 
the phones are really much more 
sensitive.

EXPEGT GREATEST 
SHOW IN COUNTRY 


Preparations are being made by the 
officials of the Southeastern fair 
to accommodate one of the greatest 
crowds of visitors and the greatest 
outlay of exhibits ever seen at the 
Atlanta exposition. Work is going 
steadily forward at the grounds on 
countless inmprovements, according to 
President J. Oscar Mills, who last 
night gave out the following state- 
ment regarding the activity of the fair 
association.

All walkways in both the 
swine and the cattle barns have been 
paved and this year fair visitors will 
visit the live stock shows under the 
most satisfying conditions. 

“The sheep pavilion will be situ- 
ated between the swine and cattle 
barns, and -will be equipped to ae- 
commodate 1,000 head of sheep.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON

News from Asia Minor was the 
main influence on the opening but 
carly declines were held down to only 
2 -to 5S points because of the first 
reports concerning a hurricane at the 
extreme eastern end of the Caribbean 
sea, ‘loo much rain in the southern 
portion of the belt and the favorable 
character of week-end reviews of 
trade in general were a support for 
a while and after the first decline 
the market raltied until it stood 12 
to 16 points higher than the last 
prices of yesterday. October traded as 
high as 20.87. 

At the middle of the session reports

| Well established is the company it- 
| self, that the shares must be regarded 
as a good investment, even for a 
widow who should not, as a rule, put 
her funds into common stocks of any 
sort, 

_ These facts about Baldwin Locomo- 
tive and Pennsylvania railroad should 
furnish a clue to anyone as to the 
method to be pursued in selecting a 
good investment. Speculation is 
based in the future, investment on the 
past. The investor should demand that 
the record be exhibited, covering earn- 
ings, price changes, and dividends over 
a period of years. Any company 
which can make a satisfactory show- 
ing in this respect is entitled to con- 
sideration, but even if the record is 
good, a woman investor, unless she 
can claim to be an expert and ean af- 
ford to take a loss now and then, had 
best confine herself to bonds, rather 
than dabbling in common stocks of 
any sort. Exceptions as noted above 
are found in seasoned dividend nav- 
ing railroad shares such as Pennsyl- 
vania.

Into Zion City 


Zion City, Lll., September 16.—} 
Zionists and “independents”: marshal- 
ed their forces tonight following the 
first bloodshed in the “signboard” war 
of Zion City. 

Frequent clashes between opposing 
factéens culminated in a near riot 
when an “independent” threw a bomo 
made of an electric light globe filled 
with red paint at one of the Voliva 
signboards. 

The message on the board advised 
al; “religious bums, thux.s and vag- 
abonds to seek another city” and not 
disturb the peace of Zion. 

Shortly after the bomb smeared the 
signboard, Ford Wilson, son-in-law 
of the Rev. Thomas H. Nelson, pas- 
tor of the Grace church, was knocked 
out in a fist fight with D. H. Darrow. 
Both men were arrested and released 
on $200 bonds. 

A crowd eich stopped to see the 
fight refused to move when a po- 
liceman arrived and a rough and tum- 
ble occurred in which none of them 
were seriously injured. 

The signboards | were erected by 
Wilbur Glenn Voliva, overseer of the 
Zionists, in an attempt to urge the 
“independents” to establish churches 
“anywhere outside of Zion.” 

Several evangelists and the minis- 
ter of one church im. Zion have 
been arrested during the “war.”

distributed to the mourners. 

With the funeral procession will 
move a cavalcade of wrecked automo- 
biles, wheelbarrows and peanut 
parchers, all symbolic of the wrecks 
strewn along Mr. Carelessness, path 
while on earth.

directly and indirectly the safety of 
persons and property. 

The violations réported include 
speeding, passing street cars on left 
side, passing standing street cars, use 
of blinding headlights improperly ad- 
justed, no tail lights, use of spot 
lights, parking on left side ‘of street, 
parking without lights in residential 
district, parking at angle to curb, 
parking over crossin~ lines, 

In many cases it was impossible to 
secure license numbers they being ob- 
scured ang in some cases covered en- 
tirely, by spare tires and, wide bump- 


ers. 

This check was made solely for the 
information of the Citizens’ Safety as- 
sociation, but it is felt that a large 
majority of the operators of the au- 
tomobiles recorded fully realize that 
they are violating not only the city 
ordinances, but every law of safety 
and have little, if any, regard for the 
welfare of other citizens. 

During the past twelve months sixty 
persons, including 25 children, have 
been killed, ind more than 600 more 
or less seriously injured on our streets, 
This can be reduced only through 
the wholehearted co-operation of ev 
ery automobile driver and pedestrian, 
not only during Safety Week, but for 
52 weeks in every year. Are you guil- 
ty of anv infraction of the law that 
will endanger persons or property.

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Plenty of Coal - 
At Low Prices 
Is Now Forecast 


Washnigton, September 16.—Plenti- 
ful coal at reasonable prices was fore- 
tast today by administraion officials 
as congress cleared the way for action 
on two fuel measures and Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover started a volun- 
tary coal conserving organization 
under way. 

Iloover hoped to see the anti-coal 


profiteering bill and the Borah fact- 
finding bill enacted before the end of 
next week. In the meantime- the 
United States chamber of commerce 
and representatives of the big public 
utilities and the largest industries or- 
ganized to use coal on a May-to-day 


basis so that the small consumer could 
have his share. 

The anti-profiteering bill, vesting 
the interstate commerce commission 
with the power to deny coal cars to 
profiteering coal operators, is expect- 
ed to pass the senate early next 
week. Then it will require only the 
president’s signature to become a law. 

The fact-finding bill is in confer- 


ence and probably will be pleased be- 
fore other branches of congress .next 
Tuesday. Its passage was said to be 
assured. This bill creates a commis- 
sion with powers to examine the 
books of all persons engaged in the 
coal industry, thus showing the cost 
of production as it relates to the cost 
to the consumer, thereby uncovering 
the profiteers.

‘All Is Ready to Care for 
Any of Entombed 47 Who 
May Be Alive. 


Jackson, Cal., September 16.—Doc- 
tors and nurses, a large equipment 
of the aids science bas piaced at their 
command and 47 hospital cots graphi- 
cally told the story tonight of Jack- 
son's undying hope that the 47 min- 
ers entombed in the Argonaut mine 
since August 27, are alive and will 
be rescued tomorrow, the twenty-first 
day of their imprisonment. 

Men who have been working des- 
| perately In the Kennedy mine at the 
barrier between them and their co- 
workers went into the Kennedy 3,600 
foot level said they would advance 
the work to a point where the rescue 
work could begin Sunday morning. 

It is conceded that unless the un- 
foreseen develops, the Argonaut crew 
which goes to work at 7 a. m. tomor- 
row on the 3,600-foot level of the 
Kennedy mine will break through 
into the Argonaut workings ahead 
of the ana? crews working om the 
3,900-foot level. 

Officials tonight would make no 
prediction as to what will be found 
after the Argonaut mine is opened. 
It is possible, they say, that there 
are cave-ins on the 4,200-foot level 
of the Argonaut where the entry is 
expected to be made. This may mean 
days, even weeks of work in order to 
reach other levels of the Argonaut. 

They also say that the entrapped 
men may have sought the lower levels 
and that water may have risen in the 
mine to such an extent that all who 
were waiting for rescue have been 
drowned. 

The greatest fear, however, is that 
of gas caused by fire in the Argonaut. 
“nalysis showed only two-tenths of 
one per cent of carbon monoxide in 
| the mine’s atmosphere tonight. 

It is more than likely, officials 
stated, that cave-ins have forced the 
gas to practically every part of the 
Argonaut levels. Old mother lode 
miners insist that the unfortunate 
workers would bulkhead themselves in 
the lower levels in such a manne? 
that gas poisoning would be impos- 
sible. Furthermore, they argue, these 
men know the rate at which water 
rises in the Argonaut, and would 
seek safety on a level where they 
would be safe for a month at least.

The 
Tech authorities are anxious to pio- 
tect the students in every way possi- 
ble and will be glad to-hear from al 
who can and will furnish good homes 
at reasonable rates for Tech boys. 

“Those who can do this are request- 
ed to write R. C. Beaty at the Geor- 
gia Tech Y. M. C. A., who is charged 
with the responsibility of the inspect- 
ing the rooms. and listing them. He 
will be glad to hear from all who will 
furnish rooms at once, and Tech will 
indeed be grateful to these who can 
and will give aid to the students. 

“This situation calls attention to 
the pressing need c° suitable provi- 
sions by the state for these young 
men. Many of the 2,000 students at 
Tech are compelled to pay from $10 
to $15 a month more for rooms in 
private homes than they would have 
to pay in the dormtrortes, and need- 
less to gay this imposes a great and 
unbearable hardship on _ deserving 
young men who would come to Tech.

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New Fads in Sets 
Not Always Suited 
To Amateurs’ Use 


Audio Frequency One of the 


Simple Problems for 
Beginners. 


Because the new has been so rap- 
idly replacing that which was alse 
new the short space of a year age 
but which is old now, the great 
army of radio fans are constantly 
hearing of new hook-ups, new ap- 
paratus, new stunts, and new schemes 
that seem to hold out wonderful 
promises for better radio reception. 
Included in this list should be printed 
radio frequency amplificacion, super- 
regeneration, and some of the methods 
of obtaining audio frequency amplifi- 
cation other than through transform- 
ers. The three examples that have 
been selected represent perhaps the 
latest developmnts in the science of 
radiotelephone reception, and in the 
hands of experts merit all the praise 
that has been given them. But as 
playthings for the radio fan they are 
far too complex. By sticking to the 
standard sets as now manufactured 
the buyer and operator is assured 
of the most regular and consistent 
service and consequently the mari- 
mum of enjoyment. 

Audio frequency amplification can 
be handled by any one with a short 
period of practice during which he 
or she learns the meaning of the dials 
and knobs and how to eliminate cer- 
tain annoying sounds in the quickest 
time, 

Radio frequency amplification in- 
stalled at great expense hag frequent- 
ly been found to add nothing whatso- 
ever to the signals. This is not the 
fault of the principle, however. Poor 
design of apparatus generally should 
be blamed. 

The super-regenerative set is a won 
der in the hands of an'expert. All 
others without reservation should 
steer clear of its intricacies. Major 
Armstrong with his tremendously 
complete knowledge and understanding 
of what goes on inside tubes and coils 
can almost make the set speak with- 
out a: broadcasting station in opera- 
Scores of ingenious mechanics 
have likewise been successful in build- 


‘ing and operating a super set, but 


the general class of ‘radio fans would 
be hopelessly lost and completely be- 
fuddled by the seemingly queer ac- 

tions of a super-regenerattive set.

Canadian and American 
Amateurs to Have First 
Chance to Listen-in Test- 
ing. 


The third series of amateur trans- 
Atlantic tests will be conducted by the 
American Radio Relay league in co- 
operation with the radio amateurs of 
England, France and Holland. 

The test will be conducted from De- 
cember 12, to December 31, 1922, in- 
clusive. During the first ten days 
of the tests, American and Canadian

Those of the 
American and Canadian transmitters 
making the best records as determined 
by reception reports from the Euro- 
pean amateurs, will be used to trans- 
mit the results of reception by Ameri- 
can and Canadian radio amateurs 
when the English and French radio 
amateurs are transmitting. 

For the first time in history of 
amateur radio, American and Canad- 
ian amateurs will have an opportuni- 
ty to demonstrate their skill in re- 
ceiving amateur signals from across 
the Atlantic. As a result of the suc- 
cess of the A. R. R. L. trans-Atlantic 
tests of last December, when 30 radio 
amateur transmitters succeeded in

To Place Receiver. 

Mr. Godly is arranging to estab- 
lish his record breaking receiver at 
some point on the north Atlantic coast 
during the coming tests with the idea 
of copying signals from the European 
amateur stations. A _ series of pre- 
liminary tests for the purpose of de- 
termining what American and Cana- 
dian transmitters shall be given a 
place in the final tests with an in- 
dividual schedule and code letters will 
be conducted from October’ 25, to No- 
vember 3, inclusive. 

To qualify for the final tests, a 
transmitter must cover a distance of 
at Jeast 1,200 miles, airline, during 
the preliminary tests. 

The-preliminary tests will cover a 
period of two and one-half{ hours 
(9:30 P. M. to midnight, Central 
standard time) each night, which is 
divided into ten periods of fiffeen 
minutes each. Transmission will take 
place by inspection districts. One‘ 
district transmits at a time and all 
others remain silent endeavoring to 
copy as many of the transmitting 
stations as possible. After the tests 
each night, the receiving stations are 
to send a confirming record to all 
transmitters at a distance of 1,200 
airline miles or over. When filing ap- 
plication for entry in the final tests, 
a transmittes shall include at least 
one 1,200-mile record. or show doc- 
umentary evidence that its signals 
have reached out 1,200 airline miles 
during the months of September or 
October.

Amateurs throughout Atlanta have 
declared. this step by The Constitution 
to be one of the biggest forward move- 
ments in radio development since the 
inauguration of broadcasting in the 
south. 

When told of The Constitution’s 
plan Saturday, Charles W. Bell, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Radio club, de- 
clared the lessons with the deimonstra- 
tion by Mr. Shropshire would be one 
of the biggest forces to link interests 
of broadcast listeners and amateurs, 

Great Plan, Says Bell. 

“It’s a great plan,” he said. “I 
don’t know of anything that conld be 
better in the way of a means to bring 
the interests of amateurs and broad- 
cast listeners together.” 

The lessons will be written by A. 
W. Shropshire, operator of Station 
WGM, The Atlanta Constitution. 
and will be published each day in the 
radio department. These lessons in 
print will be a guide, giving methods 
of practice of code reception. The big 
part of these lessons in code recep- 
tion, however, will come in the eve- 
ning, when demonstration of the 
day’s lesson is given by Mr. Shrop- 
shire using a key in Station WGM’s 
500-watt set.

Complain of Code. 


Frequently broadcast listeners, who 
do not know code, complain of inter- 
ruption by amateurs who are tele- 
graphing on a 200-meter wave-length 
when they are listening to entertain- 
ment programs broadcast on a 630- 
meter wave-length. A good receiving 
set, of the vacuum tube type, is capa- 
ble of being tuned to shut out the 
telegraph signals and bring in the 
broadcast music, or vice versa. Crys- 
tal sets it is often difficult to tune 
sharply enough for the listener to se- 
lect the entertainment. 

Amateur and | roadcast stations are 
on different wave-lenzgths and if a 
listener is using a good tube receiver 
he should experience no_ difficulty 
with intef@ptions from code work- 
ers. 

But there are times when one just 
runs into code signals from a dis- 
tance. One doesn’t know where they 
come from, but one can guess if he 
knows approximately what  wave- 
length the signals come on. For in- 
stance, code coming on 600-meters is 
generally coming from ships at sea 
or shore stations. 


Code in Air Always.

A question arising in the minds of 
a great many of the new radio fans 
is relative to the United States laws 
and regulations regarding radio com- 
munication.

.ernment pamphlet “Radio Laws and 
| Regulations of the United States.” 


the owner of an amateur radio 


'trankmitting station must obtain a 


station license before it can be oper- 
ated, if the signals radiated therefrom 
can be heard in another state; and 
also if such station is of sufficient 
power as to cause interference with 
neighboring licensed stations in the 
‘receipt of signals from transmitting 
stations outside of the state. Radio- 
telephone stations, as well a®8 radio- 
telegraph stations, are covered by 
these regulations. 

Transmitting stations must at all 
times be operated under the super- 
vision of a person holding an opera- 
tor’s license, and the party in whose 
name the station is licensed is respon- 


| sible for its activities. 


There are three classes in which 
amateur station licenses are divided, 


as follows: Speciaf amateur stations 


'known as the “X, Y, and Z” stations 
‘are usually permitted to transmit on 
'wave lengths up to 375 meters. 


In 
cases such as school and experimental 
stations, increased power and lowger 
wave length are sometimes allowed. 

General amateur stations are per- 
mitted to use a power input of one 
kilowatt, and which cannot use a 
wavelength in excess of 200 meters, 

Restricted amiateur stations are 
those located within five nautical 
miles of naval radio stations, and are 
restricted to one-half kilowatt input. 
These stations are governed by the 
same wavelength restrictions as those 
governing general amateur stations. 

Malicious or willful interference on 
the part of any radio station, or the 
transmission of any false distress sig- 
nal or call is prohibited. Severe pen- 
alties are provided for violations of 
these provisions. 

Application for operator’s and sta- 
tion licenses of all classes should be 
addressed to the radio inspector of the 
district in which the applicant or sta- 
tion is located. Radio inspector's of- 
fices are located in the following 
places: 

First district, Boston. 

Second district, New York city. 

Third district, Baltimore. 

Fourth district, Norfolk, Va. 

Fifth district, New Orleans. 

Sixth district, San Francisco. 

Seventh district, Seattle. 

Eighth district, Detroit. 

Ninth district, Chicago. 

No license is required for a receiv- 
ing set, but the secrecy of all mes- 
sages must be preserved. 

There is no fee at present for either 
operator or station license.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
FRANCE AND GERMANY 
HALTS DRASTIC ACTION

between Stinnes and M. Lubersac, the latter representing the French gov- 
erninent, which seems likely to lead to an actual contribution by Germany 


to the rebuilding of northern France. 


Actually the situation in this respect is as follows: France has her- 
self, while relying upon ultimate German repayment, raised and expended 
rather more than $7,000,000,000 upon the work of restoring her devastated 
regions and caring for the victims of the war. This effort has enabled her 
to rebuild her roads, railways, canals, to clear her war-torn fields and 


put them back into production. It has also permitfed her to rebuild her, 
more important industrial establishments, wrecked by the war. 


4 But there remains the gigantic task 
of building houses for many hun- 
‘dreds of thousands of inhabitants of 
ten ravaged departments. This work 
has been postponed or rather has 
waited upon the completion of the 
more vital labor of getting the plant. 
agricultural as well as mechanical, 
into shape. ‘There was not enough 
money for both and the peasant farm- 
ers, while clearing and sowing their 
fields have continued to live in dug- 
outs in concrete block-houses, in the 
ruins of their old homes. 

The work of clearing the fields was 
obviously one which the Germans 
could not perform, without displacing 
French labor; the task of restoring 
the mechanical plants was as clearly 
one in which there was little room for 
German co-operation. But when it 
comes to supplying the vast amount 
of material essential for reconstruct- 
ing homes, Germany can make contri- 
butions almost without limit. 

The first step in this direction was 
made when Louis Loucheur, then min- 
ister of finance, and the late Walter 
Rathenau signed the famous Weis- 
baden agreement, which provided for 
an elaborate system of German pro- 
duction and delivery of the materials 
for rebuilding the homes of the in- 
habitants of the devastated area. When 
I went through the liberated regions 
last year a number of wooden houses, 
made by German firms, had been erect- 
ed, not for use, but as an example 
of what Germany would deliver, pro- 
vided the inhabitants of the area would 
accept them. 

But the Loucheur-Rathenau agree- 
ment.of Wiesbaden was never put into 
operation, partly at least as a result 
of British opposition, the British see- 
Ing in the totals provided for an im- 
pairment of their own claims against. 
Germany, not for reparations but for 
war pensions. And as a consequence, 
since Germany has reached the point 
where there is no likelihood of money 
payments, the situation which follow- 
ed the London conference was one in 
which the French, having restored 
their fields and factories at their own 
expense, were threatened with the task 
of rebuilding their homes: 

In this state of affairs it was cer- > 
tain beyond any debate that, so far 
from agreeing to any moratorium for 
the Germans, the French were pre- 
pared to set their armies in motion 
and seize the Ruhr and such other 
German possessions as might have at 
least a small value. The fact that 
France had raised $7,000.000,000 and 
must raise at least $5,000,000,000 
more for reconstruction while Germany 
which had escaped invasion, contrib- 
uted nothing and meant to contribute 
nothing, produced such a feeling in 
France that Poincare would have fall- 
en, had he agreed to a moratorium. 

At the eleventh hour, however, 
the situation was saved by two 
things. In the first place all that 
Germany is required to pgy during 
the balance of the present year 
amounts to little more than $50,000,- 
O00, and all of it is allotted to Bel- 
gium, which has priority for pay- 
ment up to a certain point in recog- 
nition of her peculiar services to 
her allies in the tirst days of the 
conflict. Therefore, while the con- 
sent of France was nominally re- 
quired before there could be a mora- 
torium, France was not concerned 
financially, provided Belgium and 
Germany could reach an agreement 
as to the matter of the $50,000,000. 
If Germany could get Belgium to ex- 
tend the time or take something be- 
side cash, France stood to lose noth- 
nz. 

On the other hand, if a morator- 


ium were established this would set 
up a precedent and might affect the 


< 


French position after the end of the 
year, when the larger portion of later 
Germany payments would go to the 
French. France, therefore, opposed 
the moratorium, which Britain ad- 
vocated, but she listened to her Bel- 
gian ally’s request that the German- 
Belgian account might be settled on 
terms satisfactory to Belgium even 
if these terms postponed German 
payments and thus technically put 
Germany in default and made her 
liable to military or other constraint. 

So bitter had French opinion be- 
come, however, that even this limited 
postponement of action on the part of 
France would have been totally im- 
possible if it had noé been accompan- 


ied by a very clear end definite pro- 
posal such as the Stinnes offer con- 
stitutes. As it stands now we are to 
have something like six months of 
peace from reparations crises. Pro- 
vided Germany satisfied Belgium’s 
conditions, and there is every sign 
that she will, there will be no legal 
warrant for proceeding against her 
for failure to meet the payments con- 
tracted for in the financial settle- 
ment between Germany and her con- 
querors. 

In this six months Germany will 
have, first of all, to reorganize her 
finances, her inflation and set her 
house in order against the payments 
she will have to make France next 
year. If in this time the Lubersac- 
Stinnes agreement is put in force and 
by the end of the respite Germany 
is actually sending huge amounts of 
materials to France and thus making 
possible the reconstruction of the 
homes of the French inhabitants of 
the devastated area, then neither 
Poincare nor any other’ French 
statesman is likely to have reasop 
for drastic action against Germany. 

If, on the contrary, Germany 
does not meet the French expecta- 
tions, if she discloses the same spirit 
which has hitherto marked all of her 
manoeuvers since the signing of the 
treaty of Versailles, France can act, 
and she will have lost nothing ac- 
tually, because all that Germany 
could have paid in money, would 
have been paid to Belgium in any 
event. 

Of course this compromise settles 
nothing. It only offers Germany one 
more chance to do that without which 
any settlement is impossible and 


postpones the doing of what would 
make all settlements unlikely for- 
ever. Assuming that Germany, un- 
der the Stinnes-Lubersac agreement, 
should now furnish all of the mate- 
rial and some of the labor necessary 
for reconstruction, this would not re 
imburse the French for the $7,000,- 
000,000 which they have _ already 
spent, having borrowed it from them- 
selves and it would not meet tbe 
problem of interallied debts. 

On the other hand the way is now 
open again for an effort to reach an 
agreement between allies as to debta. 
This is what the proposal for a No- 
vember conference envisages. No con- 
sideration of this question was por 
sible at London because of the Bal- 
four note. But the history of the 
London conference demonstrated that 
there can be no settlement of repara- 
tions which does not dispose of in- 
terallied debts. 

The reception of the Balfour note, 
particularly in the United States, 
has unquestionably had a profound 
effect upon its joint authors, the 


Earl of Balfour and the prime min- 
istegy. Neither can longer cherish 
any illusion as to the American point 
of view and both have come in for 
pretty sharp criticism at home, where 
the comment of Lord Grey, of Fallo- 
den, has been generally accepted. 
Grey said with great directness 


that the Balfour note represented a 
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AN RELATIONS IS RELIEVED BY FRANCE 


called for a big one and what was 
done in a little way. He advocated 
the cancellation of the debts owed 
Britain without regard»to the course 
of the United States. Poincare’s 
caustic response to -the Balfour nofé 
indicated perfectly lainly that 
France would not pay her allies un- 
til Germany had paid her. And Poin- 
care was quite as plain in his in- 
dication that France would hold Ger- 
wane precisely as her creditors held 
er. 


BRITISH LINE 
OF ACTION. 


Assuming that there will be a con- 
ference in November, what will be 
the British line of action? The’ ne- 
cessity to obtain a reduction of the 
total of German reparations as the 
first step in solution remains patent. 
It is transparent now that nothing 
can be accomplished on this line, save 
as the British claims upon her old 
allies are cut down and it is certain- 
ly jus€ as manifest that the United 
States is not prepared to make things 
easy for Britain by cancelling British 
debts to us. 

In the November conference, then, 
the British will have to use their 
claims upon their allies as a basis 
for obtaining a reduction of the claims 
upon Germany and chiefly of the 
French claims. Now, in _ the first 
place, there is not the smallest objec- 
tion on the French part to writing off 
precisely as many shillings of money 
owed them by Germany as’ Britain 
will write off of French money owed 
her. In the second place there is 
ne French objection to a British re- 
nunciation ef the $7,000,000,000 
which is the British share in the 
total of German reparations. Such 
transactions would at once eliminate 
nearly half of the whol¢ reparations 
figure, assuming that Belgium aad 
Italy would also make cancellations 
to the amount represented by British 
cancellations of their own indebted- 
ness. , 

But this reduction would not meet 
the necessities. Assuming that Ger- 
man liabilities were left at $17,000,- 
000,000 it is still a fact that the mat 
jority of competent witnesses agree 
that Germany cannot pay more than 
$12,500,000,000, whereas the French 
claims, after cancellations to balance 
the British cancellations, would still 
exceed this total materially. 

France would still be in the posi- 
tion of having expended $7,000,000,- 
000, of owing the United States near- 
ly $4,000,000,000 and of having a 
portion of the reconstruction work to 
pay for, even if German payments in 
kind were as large as anyone could 
reasonably expect. It is at this point 
that a clash between’ British and 
French policy must be expected, again, 
for the British are certain to insist 
upon French concessions and a ma- 
terial reduction of French claims. 


On the whole, however, it seems to 
me that if Germany were Sctually 
living up to che Lubersac-Stinnes 
agreement, six months hence French 
concessions in the matter of the sum 


total of reparations would be not only 
possible but likely, if it were not for 
a single circumstance. Lloyd George 
has a fixed determination to use Brit- 
ish control of the French financial 
situation, that is to employ his power 
of cancellation to compel France to 
meet British ideas of disarmament. 
He is likely to attach to any proposal 
of British cancellation of French in- 
debtedness certain conditions which 
neither Poincare nor any other 
Frenchman can for a long time to 
come agree to. Here, after all, will 
be the central point in the next 
Anglo-French battle. , 


Dispatches from London and Paris 
alike demonstrate that the French 
public is at last awakening to the 
fact that there must be a reduction 


of the sum of reparations if there is 
to be any payment. Alwa~s, however, 
an antecedent condition to such reduc- 
tion with French consent has peen 
the evidence of good faith on the 
German side. The Lubersac-Stinnes 
agreement does actually suggest such 
good faith; if it is lived up to it 
will do much to quiet French resent- 
ment and suspicion. 


But whether the Lubersac-Stinnes 
agreement is carried out or not, France 
will continue to suspect Germany of 
planning revenge and until that sus- 
picion has vanished, all effort in Lon- 


don to reduce French armies will be 
without avail. Ultimately each ma- 
neuver will be met with the stock re- 
sponse that France will reduce pro- 
vided Britain offers a hard and fast 
treaty of alliance against any later 
German attack. 

Lloyd George would like to use the 
British financial concessions as a 
means to obtain a political end, but 
the French will not see in the dis- 
armament maneuver anything but the 
political. They will reduce their 
armies, if they have the military guar- 
antee of a British alliance and not 
otherwise. They will reduce their 


claims against France, yt not other- 
wise. If Britain agrees to cancel, 
France may very well agree to reduc- 
tion beyond the total of the British 


cancellation, but not until the first 
move has been made by the British. 


ALL ADVANTAGES 


.WITH POINCARE. 


So far in the great duel between 
Poincare and Lloyd George, all the 
real advantage has lain with the 
Frenchman. His course brought to 
nothing all the elaborate plans of 
Lloyd George for the Genoa confer- 
ence. His stand on reparations and 
allied debts led Lloyd George into the 
supreme miscalculation of the Balfour 
note which not only wrecked the Lon- 
don conference but alienated American 
opinion to an extent which is now 
appreciated .in Britain. 

Unquestionably the compromise 
adopted by the reparations commis- 
sion and accepted by Poincare repre- 
seftts British quite as much as Bel- 
gian effort. Not impossibly the 
Stinnes proposal also represents in 
some measure British prompting and 
it 18 a gain, or, more exactly, a fortu- 
nate escape for George that the fail- 
ure of London was not followed by a 
French military march cross the 
Rhine. But posfponement does not 
in the least remedy the situation, that 
relief which is vital to British pros- 
perity must now be sought by an 
agreement with France, and agreement 
is conditioned upon concessions. 

George has, in a word, either to eat 
the words of the Balfour note or make 
some theatrical demonstration which 
will distract attention from what will 
‘in reality amount to mastication. In 
that note he announced that Britain 
would not cancel her claims against 
her allies unless the United States 
cancelled its claims against Britain. 
But the United States has said in 
response that it would not cancel and 
all of the allies have indicated that 
they would not pay. Moreover Brit- 
ish comment now shows that no sen- 
sible Englishman ever expected that 
the allies would pay. 

In reality the French situation be- 
fore the world has materially improved 
because the French agreement to the 
Belgian proposal demonstrates a spirit 
which measureably refutes the allega- 
tion that French policy was dictated 
by sheer chauvinism, while the French 
approval of the Tae pent agg 
agreement tends to lenfl support to 
the idea that France really does de- 
sire to rebuild her own destroyed sit- 
ies and towns rather than to ravage 
or annex Germany. 

The gravest peril in the pathway of 
any adjustment remains the ambition 
of Lloyd George himself to achieve 
some shining solution, some Pan- 
European assoeation, not wholly dis- 
similar from the league of nations of 
Mr. Wilson. To any such plan he 
finds French opposition absolutely im- 
mutable, for France demands that 
before Germany and her old asso- 
ciates shall be restored into full 
standing in the lJBuropean fa.ily, 
they shall give evidence of a_ real 
change of purpose. 

Lloyd George’s home political sit- 
uation would be greatly improved if 
he could score a foreign snecess along 
the lines which are advocated by his 


warmest supporters, many of whom 
are frankly Germanophile and even 
more of whom ‘are by instinct and 
habit anti-French. Such a _ success 
would make Britain arbiter of Eu- 
rope, occupying the central position 
in a European league and able by 
its vote to decide the disputes be- 
tween all continental] states. And 
it is for the master) of Europe that 
Lloyd George and his associates have 
been playing for the past three years. 

The difficulty which they have so 
far been unable to surmount lies in 
the resistance of France to a British 
supremacy which totally ignored 


French rights and interests. Little 
by little, too, the French have heen 
reinforced by the little entente states, 
by Poland and by Belgium, all of 
whom have looked with apprehension 
at the development of British policy 
which quite openly envisaged the sac- 
vifice of the interests and even the 
integrity of the smaller states to the 
larger scheme of Pan-Furopeanism, 
with Britain the master of the situa- 
tion. 

So far France fas brought the 
whole Lloyd Georgian plan to a 
atandstill and there can be no solu- 
tion of the sort Lloyd George seeks 


unless some compulsion can 
brought upon France, and the sole 
obvious weapon of constraint is fi- 
nancial. All along George has cal- 
culated that in the end he would 
have American financial strength 
back of him in his campaign to force 
French military reduction. He has,’ 
both during the Washington confer- 
ence and before endeavored to en- 
list American public opinion and 
rouse American criticism of what he 
and his associates call French wili- 
tarism.

As a consequence, British policy has 
Jacked ‘continuity and those who have 
had to deal with Britain have been 
unable to reach a lasting basis of ad- 
justment. In the immediate present 
George has not been an unsuccessful! 
representative of his country, on the 
contrary he has at Paris and since 
acquired for Britain the maximum of 
profit in every transaction ¥ here 
profit has been involved. The dif- 
ficulty has been that on all occasions 
he*has shown himself ready ‘to sacri- 
fice principle and even the legitimate 
interests of the other fellow and thus 
he has established a reputation for 
selfishness and even trickery whicb 
have steadily injured British prestige

How- 
ever much he strengthened his person- 
al political fortunes in England, he 
centainly injured British standing in 
America far more. Today on the 
Continent, not in France alone but 
everywhere, there is a profound dis- 
trust of Lloyd George, which makes 
for trouble and prevents adjustment. 
No one can guess in advance what 
side of a question be will champion 
or how long he will stay with the side 
he first eleets to support. 

Now, for the moment we have es- 
caped the obvious peril of French mili- 
tary action, but only for the moment. 
All depends now upon whether the rev- 
elations of French determination in 
the last crisis was sufficiently :mpres- 
sive to persuade German leadership 
that German ruin can only be avoided 
by German payment. So far Germany 
has relied upon Lioyd George to save 
Germany from French wrath. But 
Poincare is hie brief tenure of office 
has pretty clearty demonstrated fhat 
not even British opposition can‘ hold 
him back in the end, if there is no 
German payment.

Versatility is the middle name of 
George Arliss, as all admirers of the

‘“Sclentists estimate it has taken 500,000 years to build our civiliza-|

tion. Realizing this, we should vow to do something definite in our lives | 


to increase and strengthen this, our civilization. But we find that only 
about 5 per cent of our people can be counted upon for service. Training 
in the duties of citizenship and parenthood is what is needed, if we are 
‘to pay the debt we owe to civilization. 

“The goal of child life should be happiness. This does not mean 
¢imply amusement and pleasure, but happiness through useful living. 
Children must be taught that service to fellow man is the basis for true 
“appiness, and thaf money can bring happiness only as it is received as 
an equivalent for service. Let us teach our children that work is not an 
affliction, but a blessing. : 

“Secondly: We are too cowardly to confront the problem of the 
multiplication of the feeble-minded. School laws are a waste of time unless, 
by means:of intelligence tests, the students are.found capable of grasping 
the benefits of these laws, We are trying, im our schools, to make silk 
purses out ofsows’ ears. Out of 100,000,000 population it has been found 
that one-tenth never go beyond the 10-year age, while over half never 
acquire an intelligence over 14 years. Why try to force upon so many an 


education which they cannot grasp? Let us give them.something they 
can do and be happy in doing. The trouble with education is that it lays 


too much stress upon ‘the three R’s,’ to the utter neglect of teaching any | 


kind of morality which will stand students in good stead in after life. 
Training of parenthood should begin in the schools. 
’ “Third: It is said that the géneral standard of the American intellect 
lias deteriorated. We are accused of having a ‘vaudeville mind.’ In vaude- 
ville each act is.a separate amusement. There is no continuity between 
any of them, and we quit thinking when we go in. The modern American 
mind is like that. It ts easily mastered by prejudice, tradition, propo- 
ganda and sensationalism. People seem to have no mental discrimination, 
and the politicians can count on us for forgetting our critical faculties 
ost any time. Our educational systems feature and emphasize to the 
liberal mind—to look in aH things for the other man’s point of view.

“The Parent-Teacher association has become one of the most power- 
ful factors in school development,first, by bringing about an intelligent 
co-operation between teacher and parent, resulting in educational team- 
work; second, by spreading broadcast a knowledge of the aims and meth- 
ods of our schools, thus creating a greater public interest in education; 
third, by awakening the public, even those citizens not personally inter- 
ested’in schools, to a realization of what towns and cities must. do for our 
children, how many and what kind of buildings, what salaries are neces- 
Sary to secure efficient teachers, and what money must be appropriated 
for playgrounds to obtain the necessary playtime for our boys and girls, 
resulting in community betterment. 

. “The problem today is not so much the boy and girl problem as 
it is the faiture of the-parent to understand the boy and girl. The Parent- 
Teacher association fully realizes that we must adapt our homes, our 
schools, our churches to the activity of the young people of today and 
enter more into those activities with them. Better trained parenthood is 
the crying need of'this day.”

Clinton a the Ponce de Leon Metho- 
dist church. This was followed by 
a@ prayer by Dr. McGeachy of the De- 
(atur Presbyterian church. J. K. 

Orr, in behalf of the board of trustees, 
welcomed the new students, and Dr. 
Gaines, president of Agnes Scott, out- 
lined the growth of the college in 
the following speech: 

Dr. Gaines’ Speech. 

“Thirty-three years ago this month, 
the first session of this institution 
opened. It began in a rented building 
and its only asset was a subscription 
list aggregating $5,000. Today it 
Owns over twenty acres of land and 
twenty-one buildings. Beginning as 
an elementary and grammar school, 
it is a college of highest grade. It 
began with four teachers, while today 
it bas 54 officers and teachers. The 
first session it enrolled 63 elementary 
and grammar school students. Last 
session it enrolled 435 college students. 

“In 1917 the college had 43 officers 
and teachers. ‘The college enrolled 
$65 in 1917 while last session 435 
were registered and for several years 
has turned away scores of applicants 
for lack of room. In 1917 the college 
had two endowed scholarships aggre- 
gating $11,250, and today the college 
has thirteen endowed scholarships, 
aggregatmg $40,250. The total en- 
dowment in 1917 of the college was 
$180,548, and now it is $644,561. 
Compas*d with eastern colleges for 
women our endowment is small. The 
total assets in 1917 of the college 
were $702,655, and now they are 
$1,586,344. 

“Kor the growth in endowment the 
college is indebted to _ the general 
education board, to the Carnegie cor- 
poration, and to 5,500 subscribers in 
Georgia and other states. 

“By the will of Miss Jane Walker 
Inman, recently probated, the college 
will receive next August the sum of 
$100,000.00, This splendid bequest is 
for endowment to be a memorial of 
her brother, S. M. Inman—a splendid 
monument more lasting than marble 
or bronze, unselfishly and lovingly 
erected by a noble woman to her great 
brother, former chairman of our board, 
and himself a munificent benefactor 
of our college 

“We are in immediate, need of a 
new and modern gymnasiaum; new 


and adequate recitation building; a; 


musie and art building; and a new 
and modern domitory. All these would 
render necessary a new and larger 
power house and laundry. We need to 
double or triple the appropriation to 
our library; we need modern equip- 
ment for our class-rooms; additional 
equipment for our laboratories; new 
equipment for our domitories; and to 
improve our campus. 


Teacher Makes College. 

“It is the teacher who makes the 
college. All the physical improve- 
ments I have mentioned would be use- 
less unless they contribute to our 
work in education. The very center 
and heart of the college is education. 
The responsibility must rest upon the 
officers and teachers to make a great- 
er Agnes Scott in education. But 
education in college is not confined to 
the class-room. Every true teacher 
means as much to his students out- 
side the class-room as in it. More- 
over the student-body makes a large 
contribution to college education by 
its spirit, by its attitude towards the 
eollege, and towards the teachers. 
Let teachers, officers and students co- 
operate in making a greater Agnes 
Scott educationally. : 

“There 1s no greater question be- 
fore America and the world today than 
(hristian education. Unless educa- 
fion is dominated by a sound Chris- 
tianity, it is menace to the world 
rather than a blessing. fe 

“his college was founded by Chris- 
tian men in prayer and faith for the 
glory of God. This is the very center 
We desire to have its 
religious development keep pace with 
its physical and educational develop- 
ment. We desire to‘ have it grow in 
Spiritual power, grow in strength as 
a defender of the faith once for all 
delivered to the saints, grow in Chris- 
tian influence, grow in efficiency, in 
preparing for Christian unsefulness. 

“In order that Agnes Scott may 
have the 
hearty sympathy and co-operation of 
all the officers and teachers and also 
of the student-body. In this connec- 
tion let me commend the college Young 
Woman's Christian association. The 
influence and work of this association 
in the college has been most important 
and valuable. We confidently look 
to this association to make a large 
contribution to a greater Agnes Scott 
religiously. 

“IT am pleased to announce Dr. G. 
Campbell Morgan has been engaged 
to deliver lectures in this chapel early 
in December, daily for a week, on the 
fundamentals of Christianity Such is 
an outline of the program for a great- 
er Agnes Scott. I am not ambitious 
for large numbers. I am ambitious 
for the best and most spiritual college 
in America.”

“The distinction of the business and | 
professional woman's organization lies 
in its objective,’ said Miss Van de 
Vraede. “This is the educational , 
und professional advancement of the, 
members, for the business and pro- | 
fessional women cannot make any. 
great contribution to their environ- 
ment or to community service with-| 
out increasing the standardization of | 
their business and professional work 
and advancing the opportunities of 
business and professional wamen, and, 
- thus simultaneously the type of serv-. 
ive they can offer. 

“In this, the business and profes- | 
sional women’s organization is distinc- 
tive; not that they do not desire to 
contribute to civic and welfare work, 
but their first duty is to themselves— 
the raising of their own business and 
professional standards in order to 
raise the standard of their type of, 
service, 

“The National Federation of Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Clubs 
makes the educational standard of 
the women who-would go into a busi- 
ness or a profession a high school edu- 
eation. In my own profession, trained 
nursing, think what a contribution it 
will be to communty service when the 
training of every nurse registered as 
eapable of caring for the sick is 
founded on a high school education; 
how much surer and more intelligent 
trill be the service of the nursing so0- 
rority to the health of the community? 
Until business and professional wom- 
en have established standards, their 
 ¢ivie contribution must be' sporadic. 

Following up Miss Van de Vrade’s 
suggestion, the business of the meet- 
ing centered in the necessity of an im- 
mediate membership campaign, in or- 
der to make the club numerically as 
representative as it is in original per- 
sonnel.

Of Library Work.

The story of what is being done to 
teach the children ,of Staten Island 
the use of a library is told with many 
other interesting things about the new 
development in library extension by 
Miss Virginia Bowman who has just 
returned from six months special 
work in an advisory capacity With the 
children’s department of the New 
York public library system in which 
she was formerly assistant to the 
head of the children’s department, 
Miss Annie Carroll Moore. 

The people of Staten Island must 
have realized -always the potentiality 
in their children becaus: in the fac- 
simile of the original deed to the is- 
land which is now in the Staten 
Island museum. Some of the signa- 
tors are children, American 
and Indian, The Indian _chil- 
dren made their mark. It 1s as- 
sumed that the children were called 
upon to sign the deed because the cit- 
izens realized that the children would 
be the ones who would live to see that 
the original ideas of the  signators 
were carried out. 

“T was sent out from New York, 
said Miss Bowman, “to re-establish 
the children’s room at St. George, 
which had been moved from cramped 
quarters below to a large, airy room 
covering the entire second floor of the 
library with windows looking out over 
the harbor. This had formerly been 
the adult reading room and had in no 
way been readapted for the use of 
children. In this work I used original 
paintings by N. C. Wyeth illustrating 
‘The Last of the Mohicans” for the 
mural decorations, and from the Sail- 
or’s Snug Harbor—the old sailors’ 


nating model ships to exhibit with 
books on the sea and old pirate tales. 

The story of the establishment of 
the library in a orphans’ home was 
another rare experience in Volholm, 
N. Y., was another rare experience of 
Miss Bowman's. This library was 
established not through the public 
library system, but through private 
funds and she did the work of organi- 
zation in her leisure time. 

For two months before the new li- 
brary was opened the children had 
been entirely deprived of the use of 
the small collection which private gen- 
erosity had put there. And they were 
so excited over getting back their 
treasures that even the games played 
were of secondary interest to them. 
The opening program included an in- 
troduction of the children to the fa- 
mous characters in children’s books. 
These books placed on end out on the 
lawn while a beautiful French doll 
explained to the youthful audience 
what delightful people they would 
meet in the new volumes. 

No less interesting was the experi- 
ence of arranging in connection with 
the artist an exhibit of mural decora- 
tions, the work of Miss Violet Oakley, 
of Philadelphia, for the state capital. 
these depicting the great events in the 
lives of Washington and Lincoln, And 
simultaneously dan exhibit of illustra- 
tions from Miss Oakley’s story of 
William Penn called “The Holy Ex- 
periment.”’ which reveals the fact that 
the first ideal of world unity was put 
forth by this great American of the 
early days. This book is hand-lettered 
like a medieval manuscript and will 
be presented this fall in a limited edi- 
tion.

Following up the campaign of the 
local chamber of cofmmerce to attract 
northern and eastern concerns wo 
establish factories in Atlanta and 
Georgia, B. 8. Barker, secretary of 
the local chamber, announced Satur- 
day that 500 personal letters have 
been mailed to as many big firms of 
New England and other eastern and 
northern sections, giving the attrac- 
tions of this section for placing branch 
factories here.
